He talked with those who called on 
him and explained bow the accident 
had occurred, He intended to leave 
today for Kootenay Landing and = pre- 
paratory to starting ont thought it 
would be advisable to clean up a couple 
of revolvers which he had in his truuk. 
He put on an apron, covered the 
weapons with a burnishing composi- 
tion, and was in the act of polishing 
one of them, when it discharged, and 
the bullet entered his body just above 
the heart, and lodged in the back from 
where it was easily extracted. Mr. 
Heald lingered until about 11 o'clock 
when he expired. He was conscious 
until the last and spoke freely of the 
unfortunate occurrence. He realized 
that his wound was serious, but did 
not expect that it would prove fatal so 
soon. <All the circumstances connected 
with the sad affair bear out bis explan- 
ation, The weapons were found t» be 
coned with the burnishing composition; 
he still wore the apron and all the 
cleaning avparatua was lying ona table 
beside him. In addition to the above 
circumstances, supporting the proba- 
bility of accident is the fact that yes- 
terday Mr. Heald paid his bill at the 
hotel and stated that he would leave 
for the west today, und would not like- 
ly be here again until Chrisoamas. Dur- 
ing his stay here he became a general 
favorite among the guests at the 
Queen's, and also among the many cit- 
izens whom he met, aud the news of 
bis tragic death was a great shock to 
all who knew him, Mr. Heald leaves 
a wife and two daughters in Toronto, 
His body bas been rermoved to Thomp
